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Any public officer clothed with official privileges and duties may be prosecuted for the offense of extortion under color of office 
whether he or she is a federal, state, or local officer or an executive, legislative, or judicial officer. ! Any person occupying an 


official or quasi official position may be guilty of the offense.” However, some statutes confine the commission of the crime 
of extortion to certain specified officers, and in jurisdictions where such statutes exist, those accused of extortion must come 


within the designated classes.”
